To the amazement of many, it has become apparent that 
Mr. Henderson cares little for the Democratic principle 
that public business shall be conducted in public. Quite 
the contrary, he apparently believes the Board on which 
he sits can best operate without public scrutiny; behind 


closed doors. 


With this philosophy of government we heartily disagree. 


Readers of this and other newspapers keep informed on 
the operation of their town government through the news 
columns. In our society, newspapers have been given the 
responsibility of reporting this news, so that citizens of 
the community may keep informed. 

Some officials may argue, without much regard for prac- 
ticality, that kicking the reporters out of a meeting does 
not deprive the citizens of anything; that they are welcome 
to attend meetings themselves. This is merely quibbling. 
For it is obvious that several thousand voters can’t attend 
each BPW meeting, each School Committee meeting, every 
Selectmen’s meeting, Planning Board, Appeals Board and 
sundry others. This the newspaper reporters do, willingly, 
to keep the citizens informed. Thus, to shut out the news- 
paper reporters is to slam the door in the face of every

e Never use untreated paper ornaments or untreated cotton batting 
or gauze for decoration. Cotton and gauze can be made flame- 
resistive by dipping in a gallon of water mixed with nine ounces 
of borax and four ounces of boric acid. 

e Use only electric lights, never candles, 
are in good condition and bear the UL mark denoting Under- 
writers’ Laboratories, Ine., which shows they have been tested 
for safety, Frayed electric cords are a fire hazard. 

e The switch for turning on the tree lights should be placed some 
distance from the tree. Never use an outlet or plug under the 

C tree or run electric trains around the base, 

e If decorations are used about the house, do not permit them 
around or near chairs and other places where people may smoke. 
It is preferable to have them near the ceiling, well above the 
head of anyone standing up. 

e Keep plenty of ash trays handy during the holiday season, as 
always.
